Directions for Use—Iist. Too great 
care cannot be taken to cleanse the hair from 
crease, as the dye will not take effect unless it be 
entirely removed. ‘Vo do which, wash the khair in 
a solution of about a quarter of an ounce of pearl- 
ash io a quart of water, until ii be perfectly clean; 
and, wven ithas become periectly dry, is fitted to 
receive the prepatation. 

2d. To prevent the Dye from coloring the skin, 
grease ine partaround the hair which may be liable 
to be touched with it. 

3d. Toapply the Dye, shake it well, so as to 
raise the seithing at the bottom; then (having a
